A nsw er.— Jesus acknowledged the 
Pharisees as those who sat in Moses’ 
seat (verse 2)—God’s representatives 
and the teachers of the people. 
In­ 
stead of exhibiting a becoming humil­ 
ity these men loved the chief seats, 
and to be called “Rabbi,” etc. Jesus 
called them blind guides, w hited sep­ 
ulchres. hypocrites, who made void 
God’s Word by their traditions. 
He 
suggests that they would go to any 
length in order to make converts to the 
Jew ish faith (a work not commanded 
by the Lord). Making proselytes m eant 
bringing Gentiles under the Jewish 
Law Covenant, which was intended to 
be a schoolmaster to bring Israel to 
Christ and the Kingdom of Heaven. 
Their pride and false teaching led the 
Pharisees to prompt their disciples to 
crucify Jesus. 
If such conduct had 
been wilfully opposed to clear light it 
would invoke their destruction (He­ 
brews 10:27—the “second death” from 
which there would be no resurrection, 
and which was therefore symbolized 
by the Greek word Gehenna (m istrans­ 
lated “hell”’ in this text), the Hebrew 
form of which is “Valley of Hinnom”— 
the name of the valley in which Jeru­ 
salem ’s, refuse was destroyed by fire.

Anent the agitation for a new jail 
for Pettis county, I 
wonder 
how 
many of the county’s citizens who did 
not actually have business there have 
visited the structure now’ known as 
“the Pettis county jail,” and there­ 
fore know’ from actual observation 
the 
dilapidated 
and 
disreputable 
character of said institution? 
I am 
always loath to “talking out in meet­ 
ing’' when it appears necessary to 
say anything derogatory of any of 
our home institutions. But there are 
occasions when it is best to speak 
the plain truth, 
even 
though 
it 
pinches somewhere. 
If our citizens generally could make 
a personal inspection of the present 
jail building they would be so heart­ 
ily ashamed of it that they would do 
whatever is necessary to have it re­ 
placed with a new one. 
I 
do 
not 
mean one bit of reflection 
on 
the 
management of the present institu­ 
tion, for it is conceded by all who 
know* that they are doing the very 
best they can with the 
means 
at 
their command. The world’s greatest 
criminologists contend that 
confine­ 
ment in penal institutions has a two­ 
fold purpose—that of reformation as 
w’ell as punishment the first over­ 
shadowing the second in importance. 
In order to reform a man he must 
be treated humanely, and the person 
confined within a structure such as 
our present jail cannot be impressed 
with the inspiring thought for a bet­ 
ter life nor the mercy or humanity 
of those who have penalized him in 
this w'ay. 
But aside 
from all humane mo­ 
tives there is still a tw’o-fold justifi­ 
cation for our citizens replacing the 
present jail with a modern reputable 
structure. 
The one we now’ have is 
unsafe, unsanitary and a positive dis­ 
grace to this city and county, and it 
is being suggested by those in a posi­ 
tion to know that were 
the 
State 
Board of Health to come here in a 
body and inspect our jail, the chances 
are very largely that they would con­ 
demn it and stop its further use for 
confining prisoners. 
Should that ac­ 
tion be taken, 
the 
county 
could 
would be compelled to 
quarter 
its 
prisoners in the jail of some neigh­ 
boring county, an action that would 
involve heavy cost to the taxpayers 
and great discredit to the intelligence 
and progressiveness of the citizens 
of this county. Petitions will be pre­ 
sented to the county court at its next 
regular session asking that a propo­ 
sition be submitted to the voters of 
the county to provide for building a 
new’ jail, and it will 
certainly 
be 
good business and in line with our 
boasted progressiveness to have such 
proposition adopted 
by 
an 
over­ 
whelming vote.

I expect that an apology 
is 
due 
from me to our readers for so fre­ 
quently urging the importance of the 
exercise of enough selfishness to fos­ 
ter and develop our home industries 
and instiutions, but I regard this sub­ 
ject of so much importance that I 
feel that frequent reference to it is 
not only permissible, but should be 
made. 
The 
expression, 
“patronize 
home institutions and support home 
industries,” is nof necessarily local 
so far as Sedalia is concerned, but 
applies to the whole of Pettis county. 
To illustrate: 
We have in Sedalia a 
packing plant that employs a large 
number of people and provides an ev­ 
ery-day dependable m arket for a large 
amount of Pettis county live stock. 
W ere all of the more than 40,000 peo­ 
ple within Pettis county w'ho buy the 
products of a m eat packing plant to 
give all of their patronage to this in­ 
stitution, what would be the result? 
It would have to enlarge its capacity, 
employ more people and buy more 
Pettis county live stock. The greater 
number of people 
employed 
there 
would increase Sedalia’s pay roll to 
that extent, w'hich means that the 
number of buyers of other Sedalia 
and Pettis county products w’ould be 
increased, 
making 
more 
business, 
more money and more prosperity for 
every one of our people. 
Let us apply the same process of 
reasoning to Sedalia’s 
big 
flouring 
mill, and it w’ould spell out exactly 
the 
same 
results—that 
institution 
would have to employ a lot more peo­ 
ple, would have to enlarge its pro­ 
ducing capacity and would thereby be 
enabled to buy and use a larger quan­ 
tity of the bread grains produced in 
Pettis and surrounding counties. 
Now’ 
let us carry this same chain 
of thought all along down the line of 
every commodity or general utility 
that is manufactured in Sedalia. 
It 
is a reasonable assumption that our 
Sedalia manufacturers can hnd do 
duplicate the quality of manufactures 
anywhere else and that they can and 
do duplicate the prices on outside 
products. 
Of course, it goes without 
saying that 
they must 
do these 
things 
in order to obtain aud hold 
trade. 
Given these conditions, isn’t 
it good business policy for every cit­ 
izen in both city and county to be 
willing and anxious to help to further 
develop the home 
institutions, 
the 
growth of which will react to the 
prosperity of all of us? 
Not only i§ it a good plan to sup­ 
port and help to develop home man­ 
ufactures, but it is also in line with 
the building up and betterm ent of 
our city and county tp render like 
oval support to our home merchants. 
You and I and every one of us have 
a chance at the money that is kept 
circulating here at home, but if we 
send our money away—even though 
we receive as much value for it as a 
hLome merchant 
can 
give 
us—our 
money is gone, there is just that 
much less cash within our own chan­ 
nels of trade, consequently that much 
ess opportunity for each one of us 
to again secure some of it. 
Anent the agitation for a week to 
be devoted to the promotion of Made- 
n-Sedalia products, it may not be 
amiss to state that many other cities 
in numerous other states are now do­ 
ng that very thing. W ithin the pres­ 
ent month such campaigns have been 
or are being conducted 
in 
Duluth, 
Minn., Birmingham, Ala., DeKalb, 111., 
Atlanta, 
Ga., 
Cincinnati, 
O., 
and 
Charleston, S. C., and 
possibly 
in 
many others. 
The advocates of the 
buy-at-home propaganda would not be 
understood as urging exclusiveness to 
the extent of boycotting other outside 
institutions or towns, but it is both 
natural and commendable 
to 
start 
charity at home and to 
desire 
the 
prosperity of our own institutions be­ 
fore dispensing our liberality else­ 
where. 
And not only can all of Se­ 
dalia’s citizens consistently and pro­ 
fitably apply this rule of action, but 
with equal truth and propriety can 
every citizen of the county do so, be­ 
cause thereby they will contribute to 
their owTn well being. Large amounts 
of 
the 
products of Pettis county’s 
farms are shipped to other markets. 
It is an absolute fact that so far as 
Sedalia can consume those products 
it is more profitable to sell them in 
Sedalia than to ship them elsewhere, 
and it is the easiest and much the 
speediest way to increase our Sedalia 
m arket facilities by 
increasing 
the 
ability of our present manufacturing 
and mercantile institutions to employ 
more wage earners who are consum­ 
ers of Pettis county products. 
"When 
we come to think about it, isn’t it 
both unreasonable and foolish for us 
to earn money here in Sedalia and 
Pettis county and spend it abroad for 
the very things that are produced 
here at home?

C A R E OF SICK HOGS. 


By Dr. Ralph Graham, Pettis County 


Station, United States Bureau 


of Animal Industry. 


At. this season of the year, w’hen 
grass is getting short, the hog raiser 
is changing his hogs to heavier feed. 
I sually no attention is paid as to 
whether this ration could be balanced 
so as to obtain 
the 
best 
possible 
gains. 
This lack of method in the 
"ay of feeding overtaxes the diges­ 
tive system, reduces the vitality and 
renders the animal more susceptible 
to disease. 
The herd should be closely inspect­ 
ed at feeding time, and whenever a 
hog refuses to eat it should be imme­ 
diately taken out and placed in a 
small lot, away from the rest of the 
herd. 
A small grass pacture, with 
plenty of clean wrater, is an ideal lo­ 
cation for sick hogs. If impossible to 
provide a pasture of this kind, they 
should be confined in a small lot with 
good shelter. 
All corn 
and 
other 
feed should be taken away, and they 
should be given nothing 
except 
a 
very light slop diet. 
A great many times it is impossible 
to diagnose 
cholera 
from 
clinical 
symptoms, and if the sick hogs are 
separated from the balance of the 
herd, as soon as noticed, it will pre­ 
vent the infection from spreading to 
the entire herd; and a larger percent­ 
age can be saved. 
If the sickness 
proves to be from some other cause, 
such as overfeeding, worms, etc., this 
method of separation will, in many 
cases, correct the trouble. 
It will 
at least give a better opportunity to 
diagnose the case. 
Hogs recovering 
from sickness should not be placed 
directly into the feed lot, but should 
be gradually brought up to full feed. 
A small “hospital pen” is very es­ 
sential to successful hog raising, and 
a great deal of profit, that is now’ be­ 
ing lost by hogs dying from various 
diseases, can be saved by carefully 
following out this simple method of 
quarantine.

With the constant and rapid in­ 
crease of population, the enhancing 
value of farm lands and the lessen­ 
ing area available for grazing pur­ 
poses comes an imperative demand 
for meat-producing stock which can 
be matured quickly 
and 
marketed 
with profit to the owner. Supplemen­ 
tal to these factors is the exacting 
demand for a better quality of meat. 
Together these conditions force upon 
the cattle raiser, be he small farmer 
or extensive breeder and feeder, the 
necessity of raising better stock. The 
scrub must give place to some one of 
the improved beef breeds which can 
be grown and finished for the mar­ 
kets in from eighteen to tw’enty-four 
months and be sold at the top of the 
market. 
Even though inferior cattle should 
make equal gains on the food they 
consume, they still produce an in­ 
ferior grade of carcass w'hich, in com­ 
petition with that of the well bred 
steer, will be discriminated against 
from IO to 25 per cent. 
If the infe 
rior or scrub steer is produced with 
out loss, the premium on the well 
bred steer is profit. 
There is a very 
great difference in 
the 
value 
per 
pound of a well bred 
calf 
and 
a 
scrub. 
The well bred one pays you 
a profit on every bushel of corn and 
every ton of forage he consumes the 
other calf makes slow growth, is gen 
erally a “mean looker,” and, in the 
vernacular, frequently “eats his head 
off” before reaching m arket maturity. 
Feeders of mature cattle sometimes 
select inferior steers of off-color and 
size on account of their lower cost as 
feeders and claim there is profit in 
them. 
If this be true for the man 
who febds them, how about the man 
who raised them and was compelled 
to accept the low price for them? It 
is undeniably true that good and well 
bred feeding cattle sometimes sell for 
more than they are really worth, but 
this is certainly a convincing argu­ 
ment in favor of raising them.

Secreted in the Branches of Trees, 
in th e Thickets and Trenches, 


Picked Off Enemy in Open 


With a Deadly Aim. 


Paris, Nov. 21.—Describing the dif­ 
ficulties encountered by the Germans 
iii the hilly, wooded country of the 
Argonne, a soldier of a German de­ 
tachment detailed to rid the forest of 
French troops that were menacing 
the left flank of the German army 
operating in that region -writes: 
‘‘At the entrance to the Argonne 
we met a company of light cavalry 
that had received the same order as 
we. 
‘You may search.’ they said, ‘as 
much as you like. 
Yesterday, with­ 
out having seen a single man, we lost 
sixty in dead and wounded.’ 
“There are hardly any roads in the 
forest. 
It is a nearly impenetrable 
thicket. 
From every side we were 
fired on and nowhere could we see 
even the evidences of a soldier, they 
were so well hidden in the branches 
of trees, in the thickets and trenches. 
An advance was impossible. 
But -we 
tried it again after a night’s repose, 
and without being able to reach a 
single enemy we Tost 200 men in two 
days. 
“The men posted in those trees are 
excellent marsmken, as wrell as won­ 
derfully agile and clever in conceal­ 
ing themselves. 
In spite of all our 
efforts we were unable to dislodge 
them and finally were forced to aban­ 
don the effort to drive them out, put 
ourselves on the defensive and dig 
ourselves in to escape their murder­ 
ous fire.”
